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EDUCATION IN ENGLAND 
DURING WAR TIME 


We, in Canada, may be wonder- | 


ing whether the present.European 
war is interfering with the educa- 
tional system in Britain. 

Here are extracts from a letter 
written by a London teacher. 


“The evacuation of teachers and 
ot school children from schools in 
the danger z»nes has cost England 
millions of pounds. In many cases 
ithas not been entirely successtul 
as the greater number of the child- 
ten have returned to their homes. 

Evacuation was optional so that, 
roughly, only about fifty per cent 
of the children went away and the 
rest remained in London without 
school or discipline of any kind, 

This is how our schooling is 
carried on in the reception areas. 
It varies according t o conditions. 
For example, here at Seaford, 
Sussex, a kind lady offered us a 
large house which makes seven fair- 
ly decent class rooms. In other 
cases double shifts are worked with 
the local schools. Last week two 
of the staff were recalled to London 
to teach the children who have re- 
turned home. They are not allow- 
ed to have more than fifty pupils in 
school at one time as the basement 
has been converted into an air-raid 
shelter and it will only hold that 
number. They teach in two shifts, 
oné in the mornings, the other in 
the afternoons. Families must not 
be separated, so each teacher has 
all grades. The school windows 
are all sand-bagged so the electric 
lights dre going all day. Some ot 
the classrooms are used as accom- 
modation for firenen. Two of the 
rooms have been fitted up as bed 
rooms, one asa kitchen, another 
as recreation room. These men are 
on hand so as to prevent the spread 
of fire in case of air-raids. 

On the whole, the educational 
system has been sadly interrupted 
and it will be long before it be- 
comes normal even if war collapses 
soon,”

The minutes of the last meeting 
were read by the secretary and ap- 
proved,on motion of C. H. McMill- 
an and R. T. Amery. 

W. K. Gish, school principal, 
gave a statement of particulars re- 
garding the operation and attend- 
ance of the school during the year 
and after some questions had been 
asked, it was passed on motion of 
T. M. Mair and F. Mossop. 

The Trustees’ statement was 
given by the chairman and 
approved on motion o f George 
Murdoch and Wm. Urquhart. 

The financial statement was read 
to the meeting and a discussion fol- 
lowed regarding the consolidating 
of taxes under the Consolidation 
Act and how it affected school tax 
arrears. After a satisfactory ex- 
planation in this regard, the state- 
ment was approved on motion of 
Wm. Urqubart and J, P. Metheral- 

In the auditor’s report, a great 
improvement has been shown in 
the tax roll overt a yeat ago. 

The public and high school In. 
spector suggested in his report that 
more accommodation be planned 
for pupils, and extra equipment 
will be requiredif the present high 
standard of the high school is to be 
maintained. Report approved by 
J. Belshaw and Wm. Urquhart. 

The school principal Mr. Gish, 
gave an interesting talk on the 
school work and how it was dealt 
with by the teachers, and the co- 
operation shown by the students 
and teachers in obtaining the high 
marks the Crossfield school receiv: 
ed in the school averages of the 
Province. 

The chairman, F, T, Baker, gave 
a report of the recent School 
Trustees’ Convention in Calgary, 
stating that some school districts

him the problem Crossfield school 
had to face with the lowering of 
the school assessment, together 
with the increase of operation and 
expansion program. Mr. O’Brien 
suggested that the Board take the 
matter up with the department re 
increasing of the mill rate to meet 
the necessary increuses. It costs 
the Crossfield school $56.00 rer 
year to educate a student, and the 
maximum amount paid by some 
school units is $30.00. 

Mr. C. H. McMillan, was the 
only nomination for school trustee 
to replace T. Tredaway, whose time 
expired. Mr. McMillan was elect- 
ed by acclamation. 

Mr. Belshaw and Mr. McMillan 
moved a vote of thanks to the 
Trustees for the work they had ac 
complished in furthering the inter 
ests of the school. The chairman. 
Mr, Baker. wished to thank the 
parents for their co-operation in 
enabling the High School students 
to take an educational tour in the 
mountains last summer under the 
supervision of the school principal 
and a member of the parents.

George W. Sheets is a merchant 
in Portsmouth, Ohio He went into 
tne furniture lisineas there in 1928, 
five blocks from the best shopping 
district, and by the depression year 
of 1931 had $23.925 on his books 
with no pvespe:t of getting cash 
from accounts or current business
